— In home schoolrooms where there are children in A as well 
as in B, both forms may work together, except in Tales and History, 
doing the work of A or B as they are able, but more work must be expected 
from I. A. The work in any one subject must not be selected from A and B. 

N.B. 3. — In Arithmetic and French there must be no gaps (see leaflet 
G). Pupils must go on from where they left off, but they will be handi- 
capped in the future unless they have done the work set for the Form. 

N.B. 4.— Each pupil in Upper I. A should have a copy of all books, 
etc., marked * and a set of the Pictures and materials. One copy of the 
other books is sufficient. The books from “ Drawing” onwards are advis- 
able but optional. 

N.B. 5.— For principles and methods of teaching the various subjects 
see Home Education (P.N.E.U. Office, 5/6), and Parents and Children 
(P.N.E.U. Office, 5/ ). A record of work should be kept (see leaflet H). 

N.B. 6.— Memoers are particularly asked to follow the notes under Our 
Work and in Notes and Queries in the Parents' Review. 

N.B. 7. — Members are asked to remember that an average pupil should 
cover the whole programme suitable for his age ; also that] provision is 
made for holiday and evening reading, occupations and hobbies. 

N.B. 8. — The current Programmes are for Members of the School only 
and must not be lent. Specimen copies of old Programmes can be obtained 
by members from the Director, Parents’ Union School, Ambleside.
